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Extend the Parks Regulation Act 1872, to Ireland. -A-B- 

B e it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent ilajesty, by and 
with the adtice and consent of the Lords Si>iiitual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. The Pai’ks Regulation Act. 1872, shall extend to all parks, AiipiiL-aiioi. 

gardens, and possessions for the time being imder tlic management 
of the Commissioners of Public "Works in Ireland, subject to the ir.-'iar.iL 
following modifications : — 

(1.) The Commissioners of Public "Works in Ireland shall be 
10 substituted for the Commissionci’s of Her Majesty’s Works 

and Public Buildings. 

(2.) The date of the passing of this Act sliall be substituted for 
tlie date of the passing of the Parks Regulation Act, 1S72, 
tvhere reference is made to such last-mentioned date in that 
15 Act. 

(3.) References to police constables of the police force of the 
district in which a park is sitimted shall apply to all 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulaiy and of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police. 

^0 (4,.) The foiu-teenth and fifteenth sections of the said Act shall 

not extend to Ireland. 

(5.) The expression “ court of summary jurisdiction “ shall mean 
with reference to the Dublin Metropolitan police district, a 
divisional justice of that district, and elsewhere in Ii*eland a 
25 petty sessions court.
